the issuance of silver certificates or 
treasury notes for the purpose of 
enabling the owner of bullion to re- 
ceive his money without delay. I 
remarked that our mints, with their 
present capacity, could coin only 
about 80,000,000 ounces a year; that 
previous to the demonetisation of 
silver a bullion fund waa annually 
appropriated to enable depositors to 
be paid at once; that the hostility of 
the gold agitators was such that it 
would be difficult to obtain such ap- 
propriations if a free coinage bill 
Were passed; and that the only safe 
course was to provide in any free 
coinage bill that might be passed the 
means of issuing paper money for 
silver bullion. I said that the 54,- 
000,000 ounces ofl silver bullion that 
were required to be purchased under 
the act of 1890 were far more than 
would be coined under a free coin- 
age bill with the present capacity of 
the mints j and tnat in that respect 
the act of 1890 was better than a 
free coinage bill, pure and simple, 
without a provision for 
issuing 
treasury notes or silver certificates. 
I still assert that the act of 1890 
was a stop in the right direction. If 
the secretary of the treasury bad 
coined silvor to provide for the re- 
demption of the treasury notes issued 
in the purchase of silver bullion, and 
used silvor as money as required by 
the pledge in the platform of 1888, 
silvor would not have been degraded. 
If there had not been combination 
and co-operation between the treas- 
ury department and European spec- 
ulators to depress the price of silver 
the increased purchases tinder the act 
of 1890 of 25,000,000 ounces per an- 
num 
would have advanced and 
maintained the market price of sil- 
ver. 
It must be remembered that 
the United States and a few English 
bankers are the only purchasers of 
silver, and that they have the power 
to regulate tho price to subserve the 
interest of speculators in Wall street 
and to infiuepce elections and legis- 
lation in congress. It was this com- 
bination which put silver down to 
82 cents an ounce, and it is this 
combination which is now advancing 
tlie price of silvor for the purpose of 
the campaign. 


I><Mi;i>iH'tUaUon of Sll\er. 


You charge me with 
having 


squarely voted for the demonetiza- 
tion of talver. You know this charge 
to be false. The section of the law 
which demonetized silver was not 
read or voted xipou in the senate. 
That provision was a substitute for 
section 1!) of the house bill. That 
bill passed the house on the 27th day 
of May, 1872, and was reported to 
the senate on tho 38th day of May 
and referred to the committee on 
finance on the 29th day of May. On 
the 16th of December, 1872, it was 
reported by the committee to the 
senate with amendments; and on the 
7th of January, 187:3, additional 
amendments were reported. On the 
17th 
day of January the bill was 
considered in a full senate and 
passed. 
Kaeh amendment of the 
committee on finance which was pre- 
sented to the senate by Mr. Sherman. 
the chairman, was carefully consid- 
ered, di.scur.sod and voted upon. 
After debate on the fifteenth sec.ion 
the presiding oflicer said:

This is fully recorded: When sec 
tion 19 was reached the com in it tea's 
amendment oflx'rod by Mr. Sherman 
provided, among other things, that—

the dime, five, tlu-uc ui.<l one cent piece Uie 
figure of thy uati'.e Hhali bo omitted, mid on 
the reverse B de of the iilver dollar, half dol- 
lar, quarter dr>Vmr, mid tho diuiu, respect- 
ively, there Bh.ill be Inscribed tn« weight 
andnneuc98 of the coin. 


Mr. Casserly of California inquired 
why the enjfle was omitted. Mr. 
Sherman gavu the reason as follows: 


Mr. Shermftii—If the senator will allow 
me, he will set! that tni preceding soution 
providenfo' coin which ia exaoily inter- 
changeable with the linglish shilling and 
the livo-franc i icce ol France: that is, a live- 
franc piece ot France will b« the.exact 
equivalent of a dollar of the United States 
in our silvei coinage1 and in order lo show 
this wherever our coin shall flout—and we 
are providing th it it shall float all over the 
world—we propose to stamp upon It, instead 
of our oagle, which foreigners may not un- 
derstand, and which they may not d stin- 
Kuieh from a buzzard or Borne oihar bird, the 
iiiBtrlnsic fineness and weight of the coin. 


No one doubted the truth of Mr. 
Sherman's statement, and no further 
objection was made. The bill passed 
without a division. 
Eminent Men Ignorant of Demone- 


tization. 


Whatever may have been printed 
in reports and bills that were never 
considered, no suggestion -was ever 
made in the senate that the demone- 
tization of silver was contemplated 
There was not one word of debate on 
that subject, as the Congressional 
Globe will show. 
After my term in 
the senate had expired, and after the 
mints of Europe were closed against 
silver and. silver bullion fell in the 
market, the fraud was discovered, 
The leading men of the two houses 
of congress who participated in the 
passage of the act of 1878 declared 
that they had no knowledge of the 
provision which demonetized silver. 
Senator Thurman of Ohio said: 


I cannot say what took place In the house, 
but know when the bill was pending In 
the senate wo thought It was simply a bill 
to reform the mint, regulate coinage and fix 
up one tblng and another, and there IB not 
a single man In tbe senate, I think, unless a 
member of the committee from whHh the 
blUgame, who had the slightest Idea that 
ft was even a squint toward demonetization. 


Senators Conkling, Allison, Elaine. 
Voorhees, Beck, flogy, Hereford and 
Howe, and Representatives Garfleld, 
Holman, Cannon, Kelly and Bur- 
Ohard all bore similar testimony as 
to their ignorance of the transaction. 
President Grant, who signed the bill, 
did not know that silver was de» 
monetUfw; for in January, 1870, two 
yean ftfter the bill became a law, he 
80nt a special message to congress 
recommending the erection of more 
mints to coin silver dollars to pro- 
vide for specie payment. If what 
yon say is true, that I waa present 
and Yoted for the demonetization of 
silver, the same lady be said with 
tenai trnth of the eminent men 
above referred to. If silver was de- 
monetised by usual and ordinary 
legislation and not by stealth, the 
Republican party, which was then in 
power, ifl responsible for that in- 
fAmous transaction. Mr. Bartine, 
do Toil charge that the demonetiza- 
tion of silver was a Republican 
measure, and do yon endorse it aa 
such? If not, cease to charge the 
Republican party with that fraud, 
ana let the blame fall where it be- 


long*—on John Sherman and those 
who aided him in manipulating the 
records. 


Bartlne'g Statement in Congress. 
Why did you not make your in- 


famous charge* against me and the 
Republican party etolier? Why did 
you in the house of representatives 
on the 7th of June, 1890, use the fol- 
lowing language: 


What "consensus of opinion,"what popu- 
lar demand, led to the passage of oar own 
a«mon«tlzing act of 1873? 
Why, »lr, not 
ona person In a thousand even knew that it 
had been done until a year or two ortor- 
•wards; and if the •'consensus of opinion" 
could have been fairly voiced by the Ameri- 
can congress that law would not have re- 
maln«d upon the statute books one year 
after the discovery was made. 


How dare you, in the face of these 
facts and of your own solemn asser- 
tions, now proclaim to the people that 
the fraud was known at the time the 
bill was passed, and that I partici- 
pated in that fraud? 


The Republican Party of Nevada. 
Yon accuse me of leaving the Re- 
publican party of Nevada—a serious 
Charge, indeed, if Harrison, John 
Shertnan and Company are the Re- 
publican party. Are you sure that 
you are not a deserter from the prin- 
ciples of the Republican party of Ne- 
vada? 
That party, in convention 
assembled art Virginia City on the 
80th of April last, declared against 
such gold men as Sherman and Har- 
rison, as follows: 


Resolved, That wo condemn the Bopubll- 
party of the Eastern states and the Admls- 
tratlon of President Harrison in so far as 
they have failed to accomplish the complete 
remonetlzatton of silver, and to enact laws 
providing for the free and unrestricted Coin- 
age of that metal. 
Kcsolved, That the people of Nevada are 
In favor of the coinage of silver upon the 
same conditions whk'h app y to the cuinuge 
of gold, and they are opposed to elevating 
any person to ofnco who id not known t-t be 
unequivocally in favor of opening the mints 
of tho United States to the free and unlim- 
ited coinage of silver. 


That is.the position of the Repub- 
lican party of this stale. 
Yon in- 
dorsed that position in the house of 
representatives on the 14th of July 
last, when you said— 


Hook upon the free coinage of silver as 
being of more importance than the success 
01 nny political party, and reg3d it an » 
great question of principle. 
Views In Harmony wltJi tho Republi- 


can Party. 


When I returned to Nevada my 
views were in harmony with those 
resolutions, and believing as I did 
that the Republican party was unal- 
terably opposed to elevating to office 
Benjamin Harrison—the worst ene- 
my of silver in public life—I voted at 
the Republican primaries for dele- 
gates to the convention at llono. The 
majority of that convention which 
represented the party adopted the 
resolutions of the April convention at 
Tirginia, and omitted to nominate 
presMeutial electors for Harrison arid 
Reid, and by implication indorsed 
Weaver and Field. Atout one-third 
of the convention bolted or drew out; 
and although it nominated presiden 
tial electors for Harrison, it did not 
indorse his financial policy, but re- 
gretted that his policy was in opposi- 
tion to the opinions of the conven 
tion and declared that— 


In dealing with this (silver) question we 
assume ft r*o-ition ot pei'iect iimependence, 
».i", regardlcis of all national parties and 
plii.forms proclaim ourselves at, being most 
heartily and unreservedly in faivor of the 
free coinage of both gold and Oliver, with 
full legal tender inn,-turns accorded to each, 
as the correut and logical solution ol this 
(treat question. 


All you say concerning my Hesita- 
tion in deciding with which party I 
would act is false. I never hesitated 
in my devotion to the silver cause, 
nor in my opposition to placing in 
power John Sherman, the autocrat 
of the treasury department under 
Harrison, I knew that a vote for 
Harrison was a vote for John Sher- 
man, and I never intimated that I 
would cast such a vote. 


Harrison's Position on Silver. 


In your speech yon defend Harri 
son's position on the silver question, 
and particularly his letter of accept- 
ance. His doctrine on that subject 
seems to be in accord with your 
views, and still you claim to be a sil- 
ver man. He says in that letter: 


I am quite sure that if we should now act 
upon this subject independently of other 
nations we would greatly promote their in 
{crests and injure o.ur own. 


Can any enemy of silver find words 
to express more radical opposition to 
the remonetization of silver by con- 
gress? Can anything be more hu- 
miliating to the pride, independence 
and self-respect of the people of the 
United States than to have the presi- 
dent tell them that they must sub- 
mit their financial legislation to the 
dictates of the bondholding, tnoney- 
loaning aristocracy which governs 
Europe and tramples npon the rights 
of the people? 
The president in his letter proposes 
to submit the question of fr«e coin- 
•age to the commercial nations of 
Europe, and has appointed a commis- 
sion for that purpose, consisting o» 
three gold advocates and two advo- 
cates of the free coinage of silver. 
He reiterates in that letter the trite 
formula of John Sherman, that the 
ratio between 
gold 
and silver 
must be such as to make the com 
mercial value of the silver in the 
silver dollar equal to the commercial 
value of the gold in the gold dollar 
His position is. exactly the same as 
that of his financial mentor, John 
Sherman, who, in his campaign 
speech at Philadelphia, Pa,, on the 
8th of October, said i 


Now, what we want Is both gold and »11 
ver money, but always maintained at par 
with each other, money having the same 
purchasing power. 
How can w« get It 
The simple answer is by potting; enougl 
silver in the silver dollar to make It oqua 
In value to the gold In the gold dollar, i! 
871 Ji grains ate not enough, put int> th< 
silver dollar 480 grains or 550 grains. 
Give 
the people an honest dollar and thus settl 
the silver question. ' 


That IB the settlement which Mr 
Harrison and Mr, Sherman propose 
shall be effected by an international 
conference, When that is done si) 
ver will be forever demonetized 
and the present discount on silver 
will forever be maintained. 
This 
policy means for Nevada tho utter 
ruin of her mining interests and the 
destruction of the state. 


The Force Bill. 


Mr. Bartine, you are a little weak 
in your explanation of the force bill. 
The people of Nevada would be gla( 
if you would explain to them how 
many federal supervisors and deputy 
marshals could be employed for elec- 
tion purposes under that bill; now 
much money could be expended by 
the federal executive to pay thosi 
officers and the other expenses o, 
elections out of the standing appro- 
priation contained in the bill. Tney 
would also like to have you explain 
what power these federal officers 


would have had under the terms ot 
the bill iu the registration, counting 
of votes and returns of elections, and 
whether the authority of these fed- 
eral officers would have been para- 
mount to that of the state officers in 
elections where a member of con- 
gress is to be chosen. They would 
also like to know if you are in favor, 
where the colored people are in the 
majority in tho South, of installing 
them in power and intrusting them 
with tha government of those states. 
A fuller discussion of this subject by 
you would interest your hearers 
quite as much as abuse of myself. 


Uartlne Voted for the Force Dill. 
You admit in your speeches that 
you voted for tho force bill. Please 
tell the people how many silver men 
voted for that bill besides yourself 
and how many silver men voted 
against it; and whether in your ac- 
tion in that respect you co-operated 
•with the silver men or with the gold 
men of the house. 
' 


Voted Against Free Coinage Bill. 
In this connection I desire to call 
your attention to the bill (S. 4075) to 
>rpvide a unit of value and for the 
coinage of gold and silver, aud for 
other purposes, which passed the sen- 
ate on the 14th of January, 1891. 
That bill provided for the free and 
unlimited coinage of silvor. Do you 
•emember how Speaker Reid de- 
'eated that bill by referring it to the 
committee ojj coinage, weights, and 
iioasures without the action of the 
louse? Do you remember how that 


1 was held in that committee under 
various pretenses until it was too 
.ate to be acted upon by the house ? 
Do you recall to mind tho heroic ef- 
forts of Mr. Bland of Missouri to 
bring that bill before the house for 
xinsideration ? Have you forgotten 
:>is action and your action upon that 
bill? 
If your memory is defective I call 
your attention to pago 1,088 of The 
Congressional Record, Fifty-first con- 
gress, second session, vol. 22, part 2. 
On the 21st of January, 1891, Mr. 
Bland submitted the following reso- 
lution, which was read by the clerk: 


Mr. Bland moves to recommltthe vending 
resolution with instructions to report bAJit 
for consideration the fol owing ro.solution: 
Kesolved, That the commute on coinage, 


weights, and measures be di charged from 
further consideration of the bill (8. 4G7.">) to 
provide a unit of value and lor the coin- 
age of gold and silver, and for other ptir- 
pii-i'n, mid that snid bill be the special order 
in Uie house Immod'atelv after the reading 
of The Journal on Tuesday. January 27th 
instant. Mid, if not disposed' of on said day 
tins order to continue fio n dav to day until 
said bill is finally disposed ol 


The speaker ruled this resolution 
out of order, as he did everything 
pertaining to silver. Then the fol- 
lowing proceedings took place: 


Mr Bland— I appeal from tho decision o: 
the chnlr, and on that 1 desire to be hoard 


Mr. Cannon—I move to lay th« appeal on 
the table. 
Mr. Ml IB—1 call for the yea< and nays. 
The yeas mid nays were oiderud. 
Tho ijiicKtinn was taken, and it was deter- 
mined in tho aflliinttttvo—yeas, Mil; nuys 
123 ; not voting, 02. 


This vote defeated the bill. 
Your 
vote and those of Air. Carter of Mi 
tana and Mr. Townsend of Colorado 
are recorded in the affirmative. This 
was the only opportunity ever pre- 
sented at that soHgion of congress to 
bring the silver bill before tho house 
Why did you decline to co-operate 
with Mr. Bland, the ' ackuowfedgec 
leader of the free coinage forces in 
the house ? It will riot I]Q for you to 
excuse yourself by saying that your 
vote would not nave defeated the 
motion. How do you know, if yon 
and the other representatives of the 
silver states had voted and usec 
your influence to aid Mr. Bland 
that the bill would not have been 
brougtft before the house and passed 
At all events you might have been 
counted with the friends of the bil 
and not with its enemies. This was 
after you had voted with the gold men 
for the " force bill" against local self 
government. You were not satisfiec 
with that, but you continued to vote 
with them against the paramount 
interests of your state. 


Extraordinary Forbearance. 


You complain that I did no' 
charge you with voting for the force 
bill in the campaign of 1890. I ad 
ruit that it was extraordinary for 
benrunce, but you had not at tha 
time voted against fixing a day for 
considering the free coinage bil 
which passed the senate on the 14th 
day of January, 1891, 


Chinese Question Settled. 


In addition to these appropriations 
tie Chinese question was settled in 
888 by the passage of the Scott bill, 
which I took charge of in the senate. 
>o you claim that, you passed that 
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F,vw PUCK (January 21, iSyi), souring lite rtitiiiva oj the Force Bill to the Gold Trrtst. 
The passage of the Force Bill 


would Itave been a deatk blow to Free Coinage as -well as to local setf'governmejit. 


I do not deny that you have made 
many speeches, and good ones, it 
favor of silver; but that is no 
enough. It is necessary in legisla- 
tion to vote and act in favor of rneas 
ures which you desire to pass. 


Remarks on Force Bill In Senuto. 
You say that I denounce the force 
bill here, but did not do so pending 
its consideration iu congress. Le 
me quote a sentence or two from the 
speech I made in the senate on tb 
24th of January, 1801, three day 
after you voted against the consider 
ation of the free coinage bill, as 
have already shown. I said: 


If I understand the elections bill cor 
rectly, the principle Of U if i urrled into e( 
feot would bo more prejudicial to human 
liberty than S'-coi-lon- itself. With teces 
lion we should still retain local govern 
ment. With ftderal officers superintondln 
local elections In every state in the Unio- 
there la no more hora« rule for America 
and when that if destroyed all is lost. Th 
proposition lying at the foundation of th 
bill is more dangerous than secession, be 
cau»« with secession the different govern 
menu occupying the country might en}oj 
freedom in their own Jurisdiction; but wit: 
federal supervision of local elections tber 
Can be no liberty. 
$, 


I commend the entire speech 
made on that occasion to your care- 
ful perusal. Bead it and then say i 
I now denounce the force bill in mor< 
explicit and comprehensive language 
than I did in the senate.

The Legislature 


passed an act to remedy that evil.

act, after designating the officers to whom 
the returns were to be made, provided 
"that if said dark of the Bosrd of Com- 
missioners, AS County Clerk, or any one 
of the following-named county officers, 
was voted for office at the last election, 
be shall not be the custodian of such elec- 
tion returns; bat such returns shall be 
directed and delivered to the county offi- 
cer who was not a candidate and voted for 
office in the following order: Second— 
The Oonnty Recorder. Third—Tbe Conntj 
Treasurer. Fourth—The County Assess- 
or. Fifth—The Chairman of the Board of 
County Commissioners. 
Sixth—One of 


tbe County Commissioner's. 
(Gen. Stat. 


Nev., 1885, p. 441.) 


This law baa not been repealed, so that 


the returns can not be made to a candidate 
who was voted for, and who is inttrested 
in the election. Bat the principle of the 
law goes further, and makes it highly im- 
proper for any candidate to have charge of 
the ballots under the Australian law. Ru-

mora are already in escalation throughout 
the State that certain County Clerks in- 
tend to so print the sample ballots that 
(hey will furnish no real information to the 
voter, for the purpose of ditfranohising 
those of the opposite party.
